Home  Economics 
Group  Displays 
Are  Interesting  j 

Three  Exhibits  In  Display  Cases — 

Breakfast  Cover,  Baby  Clothes,  and 

Food  Displays  Are  Shown. 

During  this  spring  term,  Hazel 
Stroctor,  from  Miss  Anthony’s  Theory 
of  High  School  Teaching  class  140, 
placed  three  interesting  displays  in 
the  exhibit  case  on  second  floor  of  the 
Administration  Building.  These  tlireo 
oxhibits  were  oxemplary  of  a  few  of 
'tho  many  phases  of  the  Home  Econ¬ 
omics  field  and  havo  attracted  much 
attention. 

“Home  Economics  is  a  subject  that 
centers  around  the  problems  of  tho 
homo  and  other  institutions  whoso 
problems  are  of  a  similar  nature.  It  in¬ 
cludes  the  study  of  food,  shelter  and 
clothing  viewed  from  the  standpoint  of 
hygicno,  economics  and  art,  and  as  a 
study  of  tho  relations  of  the  members 
of  tho  family  to  each  othor  and  td 
society,”  quoted  from  Cooler,  Winchcll, 
Spogy  and  Marshall.  Most  every  other 
subject  touches  and  contributes  to  this 
field — mathematics,  biology,  chemistry 
and  other  sciences,  as  well  as  art,  lit¬ 
erature,  history,  economies  and  sociol¬ 
ogy- 

Tho  purpose  of  these  exhibits  wore: 
Appreciation,  Information,  Call  atten¬ 
tion  to  tho  values  of  the  study  of 
Home  Economics,  Emphasize  better 
living  and  habits. 

Only  those  things  which  attract 
attention  and  aro  readily  understood 
can  be  shown  in  this  way.  This  method 
gives  but  a  mere  idea  of  tlieir  values. 

The  first  exhibit  was  that  of  a  cor¬ 
rectly  set  breakfast  cover.  Attractive 
silver,  dishes  and  linens  wero  used  and 
a  color  scheme  of  green  and  yellow  was 
carried  out,  which  gave  tho  truly  cheer¬ 
ful  atmosphere  of  an  ideal  breakfast. 
Tho  food  and  someone  to  eat  it,  were 
tho  two  missing  essentials'. 

Tho  most  interesting  display  was  the 
one.  of  baby  clothes.  This  apparel  dated 
anywhere  from  1800  to  .April,  1931  or 
the  clothes  made  by  the  girls  in  Cloth¬ 
ing  Problems  130b.  There  was  a  most 
noticeable  difference  between  these 
early  and  modern  moilols.  Only  those 
who  sew  cun  appreciate  the  work  and 
time  spent  in  the  making  of  such  gar¬ 
ments,  and  equally  important,  the  oyo 
and  nervo  strain  of  sucli  work. 

The  construction  of  all  hut  two  or 
throo  were  entirely  by  hand  and  almost 
perfect  in  workmanship.  We  marvel  at 
tho  quality  of  tho  material,  which  in 
most  instances  was  quite  strong,  though 
yellow  from  age. 

Tho  hygienic  improvement  was  very 
apparent  to  anyono  and  for  that  roasou, 
not  to  mention  the  ones  previously 
given,  it  is  a  good  tiling  the  stylo  in 
baby  clothes  'has  not  roturned  to  the 
longer  clothing  ns  it  lias  for  tho  adults.. 
Most  aro  agreed  that  tho  readymade 
clothing  is  the  most  sensible — prico 
included.  ' 

All  of  tho  things  and  especially  tho 
history  behind  them  wore  most  inter¬ 
esting.  Thorc  was  tho  baby  dross  of 
cliomiso  worn"  by  Mrs,  J.  A,  Ford  and 
made  by  lior  mother  who  was  great 
grandmother  of  Mrs.  Joo  Jackson’s 
children.  A  doll  was  dressed .  in  the 
i  beautiful  clothes  of  Joe  Jackson  III.

Seniors  Add  Final  Touches  to  Skakc- 
spoaroan  Play  Which  Is  to  Bo  Staged 
In  Modem  Symbolistic  Stylo. 

Tho  members  of  tho  cast  of  tho  Sen¬ 
ior  play  lmvo  been  busy  for  some  timo 
bonding  efforts  to  produce  in  an  cx- 
collont  manner,  tlio  Shakespearean 
play,  ‘  ‘  Tho  Merchant  of  Venice,”  which 
will  bo  presented  in  the  Collogo  Audi¬ 
torium  at  8  i  o’clock  tho  evening  of 
May  22.  Tho  players  have  been  work-, 
ing  under  tho  direction  of  Mr.  Orville 
C.  Miller,  Chairman  of  tho  department 
of  Speech,  and  Carl  L.  Fisher,  student 
director. 

Tho  play  will  be  produced  in  a  mod- 
orn  symbolistic  stylo  from  the  stand¬ 
point  both  of  tho  stage  settings  and 
the  easts.  Tho  effect  of  tho  wholo  play 
will  bo  somewhat  stage  pagontry,  but 
not  to  a  groat  extent.  Each  act  will 
havo  its  own  symbolic  lighting  schomo 
with  a  stage  background  of  silver  and 
black.

By  Instructor 

“Labor  and  Machines’'’  Is  Title  of 
Article  By  Mr.  E.  W.  Mounco,  Which 
Is  Carried  In  City  Papers. 

A  review  of  an  article  which  recently 
appeared  in  tho  editorial  columns  of 
the  St.  Louis  Post-Dispatch  and  in  tho 
Maryvillo  Daily  Forum,  and  which  was 
written  by  Mr.  E.  W.  Mounco  chairman 
of  the  Commerce  Department  of  the 
Coliego  is  given  below. 

The  review  of  tho  article,  which 
,  deals  with  labor  and  machines  in  their 
I  relations  to  business  depression,  is  as' 
follows: 

It  has  long  been  tlio  contention  of 
many  that  labor-saving  machines  dis¬ 
place  labor  and  that  thoy  aro  therefore 
a  eurso  rather  than  a  blessing  to  labor. 
While  this  is  probably  the  iinmcdiato 
result  of  tho  invention  and  use  of  a 
new  machine  the  evil  is  temporary. 

, Such  technological  unemployment  so 
created  is  not  responsible  for  wholesale 
suffering  among  tho  laboring  classes. 
Labor  soon  adjusts  itself  to  the  condi¬ 
tions  and,  as  a  result  of  tlic  changes 
brought  about  by  the  use  of  tho  new 
machines  tho  conditions  of  labor,  as  a 
class,  are  made  bettor.  For  every  man 
laid  off  a  now  job  is  created  somewhere 
else.  Furthermore,  tho  saving  mado  by 
the  use  of  tho  machine  tends  to  reduce 
the  sales  price  of  tlio  cost  of  living. 
In  other  words,  the  dollar  will  buy 
more.  This  raises  tho  standard  of  liv¬ 
ing  for  all. 

It  is  tho  cyclical  unemployment  that 
gives  riso  to  tho  most  serious  problem. 
This  type  of  unemployment  results  from 
two  conditions,  first,  to  the  over  pres¬ 
ence  of  tho  business  cycle,  and  second¬ 
ly,  te  tho  fact  that  too  much  of  the 
national  incomo  goes  into  productive 
goods  and  too  littlo  goes  for  the  pur¬ 
chasing  of  consumable  goods.  These 
aro  the  basic  causes  of  tho  unemploy¬ 
ment  problem. 

The  maladjustment  betwoen  produc¬ 
tion  and  consumption  loads  to  technical 
over-production  and  thereforo  to  busi¬ 
ness  stagnation.  This  maladjustment  is 
duo  to  a  poor  distributive  system.  In 
the  distribution  of  wealth  and  the 
national  income  too  much  flows  to  the 
production  or  supply  side  of  the  market 
and  too  little  to  tho  consumption  or 
demand  side  of  the  market.  This  des¬ 
troys  tho  economic  equilibrium  and 
procipitatcs  a  period  of  depression. 

Efforts  should  bo  made  to  correct 
these  evils.  Much  could  bo  done  to 
“smooth  out  tho  businoss  cycle”  by 
tlio  control  of  tho  rediscount  rate,  open 
markot  oporation  by  tlio  Federal  Ro- 
servo  Banks,  businoss  forecasting,  sta¬ 
bilizing  the  dollar,  etc. 

Tho  evils  of  maladjustment  between 
production  and  consumption  could  be 
provonted  by  improving  our  system  of 
distribution  so  as  to  turn  moro  of  tho 
notional  incomo  into  tho  linos  of  pro¬ 
duction. 

If  an  honest  and  courageous  offort 
along  these  lines  is  made,  we  shall  bo 
able  to  silence  those  who  aro  clamoring 
for  a  definite  change  in  our  oconomic 
foundations.  We  can  maintain  our 
present  economic  system  if  wo  aro  will¬ 
ing  to  make  modifications  hero  and 
there.  Thcso  modifications  must  como. 
The  only  alternative  ib  tho- accumula¬ 
tion  of  discontent  to  tho  point  of 
revolution  and  probably  a  complete 
change  in  our  economic  foundations.
